Mount Shasta a Grand Sight in its 
Glistening Robi of Snow. 


SUPREME 
COURT COMMISSION. 


Disastrous Floods Reported From 
all Points in Southern Oregon 
—Many Bridges Gone. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THE RECOP.D-CNION.] 


THE STORM ENDED. 
W ork of Clearing the Oregon Railroad 
W ill be Rapidly Pushed. 
[ From the Record-Union Special Correspondent] 
M o tt, February 6th.—Just before sunset 
last evening the clouds all disappeared and 
Mount Shasta was visible from here in her 
grandeur. Clothed in robes of perfect 
white, she towers above everything, and 
the whole population of Mott were out to 
see the grand sight. 
Old residents here say she never looked 
so beautiful before, and many stood until 
dark gazing at the lovely scene. The clitls 
and peaks are covered with lleecv snow, 
and near the base of the mountain the tops 
of the Dine trees are barely visible above 
the immense depth of snow. 
An artist could not select time more ap­ 
propriate to sketch the wonderful scene_ 
In fact, it is such a sight that even at a 
glance one can never forget it. The monu­ 
ment on the very loftiest peak is visible, 
though covered wilh a coating of beautiful 
whiteniss. 
Not a bare spot can be seen on the whole 
mountain, and to-day is the lirst day in 
two months that it has shown itself dearly 
to the inhabitants of the little town here. 
The engines which are lying here partly 
disabled are the ones which were snowed 
in for over a week between Sisson and 
Edgewood. They were engaged in work­ 
ing the snow-plow, and beside the train­ 
men there were 105 shovelers. 
The snow fell so fast during the whole 
time they were there that the engines 
could not move and the men had to crawl 
on their hands and knees to break a trail 
to Sisson or Edgewood, in order to get 
food to eat. At last they succeeded in 
shoveling out a road to Sisson and arrived 
here on the morning of February 3d. 
Your correspondent learned at the tele­ 
graph office here that Superintendent Pratt 
was at Ager, fifty-four miles above Mott, 
and was pushing on north to Hornbrook, 
five miles from the State line. The engi­ 
neers who are here believe that when Mr. 
Pratt reaches Hornbrook he will not at­ 
tempt to cross the Siskiyou Mountains, as 
the road is in such had condition from 
washouts, but will turn back and endeavor 
to open the road south again, so that trains 
can run north of Redding as far as possible. 
The mail, it ¡9 thought, can be carried over 
the Siskiyou Mountains, on the trail, 
while the track is being repaired. 
t h e sto rm e n d e d . 
M o tt, February 6th.—The sun has been 
shining brightly all day here, and tbe pros­ 
pects are that the storm is over. A gang of 
Chinamen left here this morning on a work 
train to work on the slides between here 
and Dunsnruir. 
The cessation of the 
storm, which has been raging here continu­ 
ally for over two months, will give the rail 
road company a chance to get a start, and 
no efforts will be spared to clear the track 
as speedily as possible. 
Superintendent Lindberg of Dnnsnu/r is 
working like a Trojan with men under his 
charge, and he even travels with the work­ 
ing crews to urge them on. 
Superintendent Pratt of the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company was at Hornbrook this noon, 
and he intends to push on over the Siski­ 
you Mountains. Since this is the case re­ 
ports about tbe bad condition of the road 
must have been exaggerated considerably, 
or the attempt would not have been made 
to get over the road in that region. 
on to t h e fr o n t. 
M o n ta g u e, February 6th.—The R ec- 
o rd-U n io n ’s special correspondent boarded 
a special train, consisting of an en­ 
gine and car, at Mott this afternoon 
and was taken north to Montague, forty-four 
miles. The road is in good condition this 
far, and beyond here it is open to Horn­ 
brook, where Superintendent Pratt is with 
the work trains pushing on over the Siski­ 
you mountains. 
He has a plentiful amount of supplies, 
tools and men with him, aud will probably 
not come back until he reaches Ashland. 
On the irip from Mott to-day the stations 
of Igerna, Sisson, Edgewood aud Gazelle 
were passed and the people were all out to 
see the train. 
At Sisson several bnildings have caved 
in, and among them is the warehouse of 
Sisson, Crocker & Co. Supplies are run­ 
ning short in all these towns. Montague 
appears to he better supplied than any of 
them. 
Beyond Edgewood there is no snow to 
speak of, and cribbing has been placed nn- 
der most all the bridges to make them safe. 
In coming here the engine ran over a large 
rock, and a hole was knocked in the air- 
drum, causing tbe oir-brakfs to become 
useless. There are several feet of snow on 
the Black Butte summit, though the greater 
quantity has melted. Your correspondent 
will endeavor to push on to Mr. Pratt to­ 
morrow. 
SOUTHERN OREGON. 
Oregon City an<l Salem Suffer from the 
Floods. 
A sh la n d (Or.), February 6th.—The rains 
are over for the present in this part of Ore­ 
gon, and the streams are all falliug. North 
of here, all the way to Portland, there are 
washouts, and the damages are of such 
extent that it will take longer to get trains 
running this far, than it will to put the 
California and Oregon in condition between 
here and Sacramento. 
Two oi three good sized bridges are gone 
between Ashland and Roseburg, besides 
culverts and washouts. At Roseburg the 
road over the Umpqua is gone. The bridges 
across the Willamette, near Harrisburg and 
at Jefferson, have their approaches washed 
away, but the main span is intact in each 
place. Mauv small bridges and culverts 
between Engene City and Portland are 
washed out. 
Reports reach here of great damage at 
Oregon City. Fifty houses were washed 
away, and the large flour mill, saw mill 
and electric light plant that supplied Port­ 
land with light by wire eight miles long, 
were all washed away. 
Salem is considerably damage. Fifteen 
buildings were washed away, including the 
warehouse and docks. 
The road3 between The Dalles and Port­ 
land are in bad shape, and the Northern 
Pacific and Union Pacific are blockaded.

Dispatch From the Editor of the Port­ 
land “ Oregonian.” 
Cbicago, February 6th.—A dispatch just 
received by the Associated Press "from the 
editor of the Oregonian at Portland, says 
that the situation is not so serious as re­ 
ported earlier. No serious damage has 
l een done to the city property, tu t a great 


deal of inconvenience has been caused by 
the flooding of stores, offices, etc. The 
flood was caused by the simultaneous ris­ 
ing of the Willamette and Columbia rivers, 
which are usually at a high stage several 
months apart. The main flood is the 
Willamette, but the unusual quantity of 
water in the Columbia prevents the former 
running olí as it usually does. More seri­ 
ous damage has been experienced through­ 
out the Williamette valley thau in Port­ 
land. 
Bridges have been carried away at Salem 
and Oregon City, and many small houses 
built on the river banks have been washed 
away. Communication with these points 
is much interrupted and the full extent of 
the damage is a matter of conjecture. 
The water is still rising at Portland, and 
reports from above give no hopes of a ces­ 
sation for twelve hours. The topography 
of the city is such, however, that the spread 
of the water will be limited to a small area, 
except the streets mentioned from Front to 
Third inclusive. Most of the territory 
flooded is low ground, and the greater part 
of it is not occupied by buildings. The 
greatest loss is anticipated should the flood 
increase. 
The carrying away of bridges crossing the 
Willamette, and the consequent probable 
destruction of the steel railroad bridge, ex­ 
cite the gravest apprehensions, and the sub­ 
sidence of water may reveal unsuspected 
damage to the foundations of the buildings, 
as a strong current is running. Aside from 
these contingencies, the real damage to the 
city is thought to be trifling. Tbe isolation 
of the city from communication during the 
last three days was not caused by tbe floods, 
but by landslides along the Columbia river 
obstructing tracks and destroying poles and 
telegraph wires. Tbe only’ trains running 
out of the city are to Tacoma. The only 
other travel is by boat on the Columbia 
river. 
The details received in Portland of the 
accident to a construction train on the 
Union Pacific, near Cascade Rocks, Sunday 
morning, state that the train consisted of 
an engine, tender and caboose. The latter 
had on board thirty-five men. The engine 
bad almost cleared the trestle when the 
underpinning of the second and third 
vents, which had been weakened by the 
flow’d, gave way’. 
The engineer felt it and pulled the throt­ 
tle wide open. He just managed to clear 
the weak part with his engine, but the ca­ 
boose and tender went down forty feet be­ 
low. Eight men were killed instantly. 
Their names are; Jerry Casey, Andrew 
Frost, Fred Marthough, Theo. Skolohimo, 
August Carson, Charles Restoff, John 
Schraeder, Henry Crouche and Wm. Cole. 
Cole's body was buried beneath the debris 
and could not he gotten out until yesterday, 
when it wns pulled out with ropes. Eight­ 
een other men were more or les3 seriously 
hurt. Some ot them are expected to die 
The water reached its highest point—28 
feet 4 inches—at 6 o'clock tlii9 morning. 
Since then it has fallen four inches iu the 
channel. This is the highest water in the 
history of the city. 
The water falls slowly in the streets and 
is not perceptibly lower, but is running 
through the Btreets with a les? rapid cur­ 
rent, and is free from heavy driftwood. 
The only loss in the business district 
will be from the pressure of water on the 
ground floors of the buildings, which will 
he trifling. 
The most serious loss wil! be the destruc­ 
tion of bridges, which seem to have been 
swept away everywhere. The largest towns 
in the valley are well above high water, 
and only the small and unimportant build­ 
ings have been carried away. 
The interruption to travel still continues, 
but the Oregon Railroad and Navigation 
Company has established a steamer service 
to Cascade Locks, above which trains are 
running. 
Between Cascade Locks aud here there 
is a succession of land slides, entirely 
obliterating the track iu same places. 
The Southern Pacific sent out a irain on 
the branch line west of there out got no 
further than McMinnville, fifty miles from 
h-re. No trains have been sent out on the 
main line. 
The Northern Pacific is running to Ta­ 
coma and is carrying the mails. It is ex 
peoted that the railroad blockade to Cas­ 
cade Locks will continue for some days 
a-d that between here and San Francisco 
for weeks, as the track and roadway has 
been entirely destroyed for a considerable 
distance. 
Meager arlv’ccs from Ashland state that 
the Southern Pacific Railroad bridge across 
the Umpqua river has been washed out 
and in Cow creek canyon the railroad track 
has been virtually wiped out. 
Many 
smaller railroad bridges between here and 
Ashland are washed away and the com­ 
pany does not attempt to send out trains. 
On the west side of the, Willamette river 
trains are Iuuning as far as McMinnville. 
The Union Pacific is blockaded by heavy 
slides between tüi3 city and The Dalles, 
and no trains are expected to be running 
for several days. 
The Northern P.ncinc is still running. 
At Salem sixty houses have been swept 
away and many persons driven from their 
homes, thongh, so far as kuowD, no lives 
have been lost. 
Along the river bottoms considerable 
live stock has been drowned, and large 
quantities of grain and hay destroyed. The 
damage lo this city wiil not be so great as 
at first anticipated. 
The docks and 
wharves, while being submerged, have 
stood the strain of the current, and now’, as 
the water is decreasing, it is thought the 
danger is over. 
The Columbia river, at Vancouver, 
Washington, is falling. At Eugene City, 
Oregon, the large wagon bridge near 
Springfield went out to day; alsoja part of 
the bridge near that city, causing a loss of 
about $20,000. 
A few small buildings and large amounts 
of cord wood, fencing and other materia! 
has been washed away, and the aggregate 
of the losses will foot up many thousands 
of dollars. 
At Roseburg, Oregon, no trains have ar­ 
rived since Friday, and a shortage of pro­ 
visions is feared unless communication is 
restored soon. The bridge across Greek 
creek and the woolen mills have been to­ 
tally destroyed by the flood. 
Portland at -Hid night. 
Fobtland, February 6th.—Although the 
water in the principal business streets is 
still knee deep all danger of further dam­ 
age is over. The water reached its highest 
point—26 feet 4 inches—this morning, and 
was at a standstill until 6 o’clock this even­ 
ing, when it began to fall rapidly. 
Engineers examined ail the city bridge 
buildiDgs this evening and reported them 
to be safe. The wholesale district is sub­ 
merged, and the loss to business men in 
this city alone will be fully a million dol­ 
lars.The water to-day is a foot higher than in 
the great flood of Í861. It is thought the 
aggregated loss by water and snow-storms 
will reach $5,000,000. 
Scott River Rooming;. 
Y eeka, February 6tb.—Scott river and 
all its tributaries raised rapidly last Sunday 
and Monday, flooding the island and a 
lñrge part of Scott valley and Fort Jones. 
Many families were taken from the honses 
in wagons. It is belived no lo9s of life oc­ 
curred, but a large number of stock is 
probably lost. Colonel Stone’s Scott valley 
stage-line crew siarted to break a road 
through thesnow on the mountain for the 
stag*, but the water prevented going fur­ 
ther, except on horseback. 
Supreme Court Commissioners. 
San F rancisco, February 6th.—The Su­ 
prema Court banded down a decision this 
afternoon in the case of Morgan vs. R. Y. 
Haine et al., sustaining the decision of 
Superior Judge Wallace as to the validity 
of the appointment of Supreme Court 
Commissioners, and declaring that they 
are legally entitled to hold said office. 
Tbe Court decides that the Act under 
which the Commissioners were appointed 
is constitutional.

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SILVER NOTES. 
England to Take Her First Step in Hi- 
ni(‘tallism. 
N ew Y o r k , February 6th.—A special to 
the Times, from London, of February 5th, 
says: Information has come to me within 
the last few days from independent sources 
confirming the original statement in these 
dispatches that England is about to take 
the first step in bimetallism. 
Four million sterling of £1 silver notes 
have been or are being printed, aud, as one 
of my informants puts it, these do not fol­ 
low Mr. Windom's idea of being based on 
bullion, hut rest on a foundation of minted 
coin. The Government will make a profit 
by this of nearly 35 per cent , certainly 
amounting to over a million sterling. 
The prevailing impression is that Mr. 
Goschen will utilize this to call in the pres­ 
ent large stock of underweight sovereigns 
with which the banks are now incumbered. 
It is apparently uncertain as yet whether 
the measure will be mentioned in the 
Queen’s speech or not. 
Thongh the weight of opinion is that 
it will be, in any case both the silver 
scheme and the plan of recalling light 
sovereigns, I am assured, will be broached 
cariy in the session and passed through as 
soon as possible.

It has just come to ligftt that after 
Hall was taken off his vessel, the Nipsic, 
he mailed his wife from Apia a letter which 
be wrapped in a newspaper lest, should he 
inclose it in an envelope, it might be inter­ 
cepted and the contents noted. The letter 
was one whicti he sent Admiral Kimberly, 
then at Honolulu, in which he asked for a 
leave of absence on account of extreme ill 
nes3. The letter was returned, and on the 
bottom was written: 
“Yon see your request has r.ot been 
granted.” 
Mts. Hall believes this reply, signed by 
Kimberly, was of malign import. 
It is further believed that Hail did not 
die without writing tbe particulars con­ 
cerning what he evidently felt to be harsh 
treatment on the part of his superior of­ 
ficers. 
So far as known, no such letter 
reached Mis. Hal! at her home in Onondaga 
valley.

MONTANA DEMOCRATS. 
All the Democratic State Senators Have 
Skipped Out. 
H e l e n a (Mont), February 6th—This 
morning the roll call in the Senate showed 
every Democratic Senator absent. 
A call of the House was made and the 
Sergeant-at-Arnis reported that the eight 
men had left the city. The Senate then 
passed a resolution fining each absentee $50 
for tbe first day and doubling the tine 
every day until it amounts to $1.550 for the 
fourteen days remaining.

SHE WAS STAGE-STRUCK. 
Alice 51. La grove, One of Singer’s Daugh­ 
ters, is Dead. 
N ew Y o r r, February 6th.—Alice M. La- 
grove, the divorced wife of Frank Bang?, 
the actor, died on Monday of heart failure 
at her home in Brooklyn. She had a 
fortune of $500,000, was a favorite daughter 
of Singer, the sewing-machine inventor, 
and was prominent in Parisian society 
when she was a young girl. When but 18 
years old Miss Singer was wedded to W. A. 
P. Lagrove, who was nearly twice her age. 
There was no love between the couple, but 
her father wished her to marry Lagrove, 
and she was obedient. Incompatibility of 
temper shortly after led to a separation and 
then divorce. 
Not long afterward Mrs. Lagrove devel­ 
oped a passion for the stage, and, hiring 
her own company, went starring about the 
country. She played under the name of 
Agnes Leonard, and tbe only success 
achieved during her tour, it is said, was 
wou by her magnificent costumes. 
Mrs. Lagrove soon gave up unprofitable 
acting, but in the meantime she had made 
the acquaintance of Bangs. After a court­ 
ship which lasted several months, one 
evening, about six years ago. Mrs. Lagrove 
and Mr. Bangs rang tbe door-beil of the 
residence of the late Henry* Ward Beecher, 
and asked to be married. The nuptial 
knot was tied, and the midnight train car­ 
ried the couple to Philadelphia. 
The 
honeymoon was exceedingly brief, for 
early'the next day Mrs. Bang3 left for her 
home in Brooklyn. A few months later 
proceedings were instituted by Mrs. Bangs 
and judgment by default was given her, as 
Bangs tailed to put in an answer. 
Mrs. Lagrove leaves, aside from her large 
estate, stage costumes and jewelry valued 
at about $200,000. 
Officer» Assassinated. 
Little Rock (Ark ), February 6th.—A 
report reached here to-day that Deputy 
Sheriffs Ross and Snead were ambushed 
and killed yesterday afternoon in Cuchita 
county, ten miles from Camden.

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FEARFUL LOSS OF U F E . 


DEADLY AVALANCHES. 
Additional Particulars of the Disasters 
at Coear d’Alene. 
S po k a n e F a lls (Wash.),February 6 h — 
A special dispatch from WTallace, Idaho, 
gives the following additional particulars 
of the terrible avalanches in the Co.-rr 
d Alene Mining District, raying: The reports 
sent out from Ccenr d'A'ene City of the 
terrilffe accident at the (’aster mine were 
not exaggerated in lire leact. 
The snowsUde occurred at six o’clock in 
the evening as eighteen meu were eating 
dinner in the boarding house conntctea 
with the mine. The slide s'arted a; ihe 
top of the. mountain, r.bou three hundred 
feet above tbe boarding house, snd leveled 
every tree to the bottom of the gnich. 
Ttie boarding-house was ground into 
splinters, six of the cccupams being kiilcd 
outright and as many more seriously 
wounded. The name of those killed are: 
Joseph Galbrieth, tbe f ireman of the mine; 
Thomas Sturgeon aud Daniel Flaunerty, 
miner?; Michael Fiynn, cook; Tommy 
Malloy, assistant cook. 
Other buildings were wrecked, hut no 
one was killed. Many slides are reported 
in all directions. Four men were buried 
in a slide in Canyon Creek Gulch. Two of 
them were rescued alive, but the olhers 
perished. 
The slides at Bnrke are more serious than 
at first reported. Two buildings contain­ 
ing families were siruck and carried clear 
across the gulch, hut no one was killed. 
Several other homes were wrecked, but 
most of the inhabitants of the town had 
moved futther up the gulch, where there 
was no danger from slides. 
A oout a mile aud a half below town a 
big slide occurred and struck a railroad 
c»mo killing three men, whose names 
cuuid not be learned. 
At the Gem mine a flume was carried 
away. At San Francisco a tramway and 
the greater portion of a flume was also de­ 
stroyed. This side of Wallace, near (he 
Argentine mine, a slide occurred which 
put the Occur d’Alene N.arrow-gusge end 
the Washington and Idaho tracks under 
fifteen feet of snow. 
At Muliine several slides occurred. No 
loss of life is reported, hut the damage to 
property is great. At Wardner the Emma 
and Last Chance mines’ tramways were 
carried away, the blacksmith shop was de­ 
stroyed and several other building-: 
wrecked, hut there was no loss of life. 


One Hundred and Fifty Men Kiilcd In a 
Colliery. 
L o n d o n, January G:h —An explosion oc- 
carred to-day in the colliery at Abersychan, 
Monmouthshire. Three hundred minéis 
were imprisoned for several hours. 
An opening was finally f fleeted, and at 
noon 200 men bad been rescued. A num­ 
ber of those taken out were severely in­ 
jured. 
The rescuing parties are still searching 
for those remaining in the mine. 
The cause of the explosion was a flood­ 
ing of the pits adjacent to that in which 
the explosion occurred, thus forcing tbe 
gas into the pit. where work wes in pro- 
giess and where it was ignited. 
The explosion had tremendous force, be­ 
ing heard a mite away. The firs! party of 
rescuers organized endeavored to penetrate 
the pit through the o;d workings. They 
got iar enough in to be sirle to tee groups 
of the dead, but they could nut re<;< h tbnu, 
and were compelled to retreat ov ihe suffo­ 
cating volumes of smoke. 
LTpon first appearance of diminution in 
the voiume of t muke rescuers went down 
the main shaft. They rescued a iarge 
number of miners yet alive, but ail are 
badly burned. They also brought out 
sixty dead bodies. Nearly all a'e so badly 
mutilated that recognition of their identity 
is impossible. 
The latest estimate of the dead is 156.

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A SINGULAR PROCEEDING. 


The methods of administering justice in 
France radically differ from those of any 
other country. 
The French Courts in­ 
dulge in practices that in this country or 
in England would not be tolerated. For 
instance, in what is known as the Commer­ 
cial Courts, which sit at ports of entry, the 
practice obtains of exemplifying actions 
concerning which there is a conflict of 
testimony. 
Thus in a case of collision in 
harbor between vessels, it is a common 
thing for the Court to take to boats, to 
place the ships, or others, in the position 
in which those in question were said to 
have been just before the accident, and 
then require them to be moved as the wit­ 
nesses agree they were moved at the time 
of the accident. The Court is thus enabled, 
in some degree, to reproduce the situation. 
W ith us a diagram would be made and the 
witnesses would be required to point out 
the positions of the boats upon the paper. 
In the case of the woman Bompard, we 
are told that the Criminal Court is about 
to exercise broad powers, by permitting 
Charcot, the celebrated expert in hypnot­ 
ism, to put the woman in a hypnotic condi­ 
tion in open Court, to ascertain, if posssi- 
ble, from her revelations made in that 
state, if she really was the murderer of 
Eyraud. 
If this is done a singularly in­ 
teresting question will arise—in fact many 
questions. 
For instance, will the Court be 
justified in receiving the developments as 
testim ony; in other words, in accepting 
the unconscious statements of the prisoner, 
against her, thus compelling her to testify 
against herself, while her mental powers 
are possibly under other than her own 
control ? W ill the French Court dare to 
establish the precedent that will approve 
the method of “magnetizing” the prisoner, 
and accept the result of her hypnotic 
revelations as the truth ? Certainly in 
this country science has not so far ad­ 
vanced upon the realm of the law that 
such procedure is possible, nor is there 
reason to believe that it ever will. In 
America we do not believe that Courts 
will ever accept 
the 
testimony of a 
dreamer, or a hypnotized person against 
another, to say nothing of taking it against 
the patient. How can the Court determine 
that the subject placed under the “influ­ 
ence” is not merely a creature of the will 
of the operator ? is a vital question. We 
can rest assured that an American or an 
English Court would feel insulted by such 
a proposition as the French tribunal is re­ 
ported to have entertained. Too little is 
known as yet of hypnotism to justify its ac­ 
ceptance as a science, or at least a science 
of such certainty as to warrant its devel­ 
opments being received in evidence for the 
establishment of a fact, or for its dispute. 
If it should turn out that the woman Bom­ 
pard, while in an unconscious state, makes 
statements and indulges in actions indi­ 
cating that she was engaged in the murder 
of Eyraud, and on the strength of such 
“testimony” she should be sent to the 
guillotine, the civilized world will be 
shocked and will enter its protest. It may 
be that the purpose of the Court is only to 
ascertain facts th at will enable the officials 
of the police department to procure other 
testimony that will lead to the conviction 
of the woman in regular form, but even 
then, we are compelled to look upon the 
proceeding as one in violation of the rights 
of the prisoner, and one that will estab­ 
lish a dangerous precedent.

thing in the whole matter. It appears to 
have been agreed to by the Samoan Com­ 
missioners upon the urgency of England. 
W hile the Court is created a very power­ 
ful tribunal, and is invested with extraor­ 
dinary functions, yet it is probable that it 
was necessary under the local conditions 
and the characteristics of the people, and 
thai it was best to make a judicial tribunal 
the arbiter of the questions that might 
arise concerning the choosing of a ruler. 
So, then, the United States has won every 
point upon which it went before the Com­ 
mission at Berlin, and Germany accom­ 
plished nothing for which she contended, 
not so much even as the decree for which 
she contended, that Samoa must answer to 
her in damages for alleged outrages by 
Samoans upon the persons and property of 
Germans. 


On precisely the grounds taken by the 
R e c o rd - U n io n two months or more ago, 
the new charter of Los Angeles has gone 
to wreck before a decision of the Supreme 
Court. It is now settled beyond question 
that no city charter can be framed that 
will not lie liable to be upset by some 
general legislation, or that will be consti­ 
tutional and at the same time secure the 
independence of the municipality and in­ 
sure the right of the people of a city to 
govern themselves. These facts should l>e 
kept in mind, that when the election of 
next fall comes on the proposed amend­ 
ment to the Constitution then to he voted 
upon may be affirmed and receive approval 
by a large vote. 


S t a n l e y is right in his reply to the 
Khedive, who inquired wThat he recog­ 
nized as his nationality. He is nominally 
ati American, but, as he says, he is a cos­ 
mopolite. H e belongs to the world, and 
as the world claims him, it is his nation. 
That he was born in Wales, was raised in 
Louisiana, served under the Belgian, the 
British, and the Egyptian flags, and won 
all his fame in that no-man’s land, inte­ 
rior Africa, involves his citizenship to 
such an extent that, without consulting 
the lawyers, lie may well say, “I belong to 
the world.”

The Samoan treaty having been ratified 
by the United States Senate, the Chancel­ 
lor of the German Empire announces that 
his Government is satisfied, and as Eng­ 
land has already expressed its concurrence, 
the Samoan question may now be said to 
be fully and finally settled. 
If we read 
the treaty aright, the United States has 
not lost a single point for which it con­ 
tended. 
Let us see. 
We demanded the restora­ 
tion of the exiled King, and Malietoa has 
been returned to his people. 
We claimed 
that the atatu quo should be restored, and 
Malietoa has been declared King and his 
flag saluted by Germany, England and 
America. 
W e demanded that a Consular 
or foreign representative and mixed native 
municipal Government should prevail in 
Apia. Such a Government has been es­ 
tablished. 
We demanded that the usurper 
Tamasesse should be denied ¡recognition, 
and he has been refused by the three 
Powers. 
We demanded perfect equality 
in the islands in privileges and concessions 
with other Powers, notwithstanding Ger­ 
man’s greater commerce with Samoa. The 
treaty declares and ssetires such equality. 
We demanded that the Samoans have se­ 
curity for the right to choose their own 
rulers after Malietoa. The treaty so de­ 
clares, and makes only this exception, that 
if the succession of eligibles or the matter 
of choice involve the country, then the 
Supreme Court shall name the line from \ 
which a King shall be chosen. 
This Supreme Coart, with the great power I 
with which it is invested, is the only new •

There was a large attendance of San F ran­ 
cisco residents at the Episcopal Convention 
at T iinity Church to-day. 
The interest 
was doubtless due to the understanding 
th at this m orning the election of an As­ 
sistant Bishop of the diocese would occur. 
Many ladies were present and showed great 
interest in all proceedings. 
After devotional exercises, at which Rev- 
Dr. Reed and Rev. F .S . Church, of Trinity, 
officiated, the report of the special Commit­ 
tee on Order of Business was called for. 
It was read by Rev. C. L. Miel and caused 
much debate, because the three members 
of the committee, Rev. Dr. Chetwood, C. V. 
S. Gibbs and Rev. Mr. Miel, could not 
agree. 
Messrs. Chetwood and Miel sub­ 
m itted a m ajority report and Mr. Gibbs a 
m inority report. The only difference of 
consequence between the two reports was 
as regards the m anner of election. The 
m ajority report favored the clerical dele­ 
gates having the ilrst vote for the candidate; 
the lay delegates to vote for the person 
chosen by the clergy. The m inority report 
favored the lay members and clergy voting 
together for the candidate. 


a r e v o l u t i o n a r y m e th o d . 
Rev. Dr. Foute, A. N. Drown, Rev. E. B. 
Spalding and others opposed the plan of 
the m ajority report. Rev. Mr. Spaulding 
said it was “revolutionary.” 
The result of 
a prolonged discussion was that a motion 
ottered by Rev. Dr. Gray, to lay both re­ 
ports on the table and proceed to the elec­ 
tion according to the provisions of the 
canon, was carried unanim ously. 
Rev. Dr. H ill, presiding, ruled that all 
candidates named should be considered in 
nom ination, w hether seconded or not.

D. D., 
LL.D., Missionary Bishop of N orthern Da­ 
kota. 
By Rev. D. O. Kelly—Rev. Thomas G

Talbot, Missionary Bishop of Idaho. 
By ex-Judge Stanly, Chancellor of the 
Diocese—J. Lewis Parks, rector of Trinity 
Church, M iddletown, Conn. 
By Rev. Mr. Davis of St. Luke’s Church, 
of this city—Rev. George R. Vanderwater, 
of St. Andrew's Cburcb, Harlem, N. Y.

FBAISE OF REV. DR. NICHOLS. 
Rev. G. A. Easton, ot Berkeley, spoke in 
favor of Rev. Dr. Nichols, of St. Jam es’, 
Philadelphia. This candidate was highly 
indorsed by both Bishops W illiam s and 
Morris, in letters that were read to the 
Convention. 
Rev. Dr. Foute read a num ber of letters 
testifying to the great worth of Dr. Nichols. 
"W ise, m anly, unaffected, well-learned, di­ 
rect and capable” is the way Bishop Potter, 
of New York, described the candidate. 
Rev. Dr. Beers related how, several years 
ago. Dr. Nichols was chosen Assistant 
Bishop of Ohio, but, owiDg to certain com­ 
plications, he felt compelled to decline the 
office. 
Rev. W . A. Brewer, of San Mateo, sec­ 
onded the nom ination of Rev. Dr. Thomas 
F. Gaylor, of Tennessee. 
The Committee on Finance reported, fix­ 
ing the salary of the proposed Assistant 
Bishop at $5,000 a year, and of the Bishop, 
after the Assistant resumes office, at $3,000 
a year. The committee expressed the u n ­ 
derstanding that the Bishop is to be pro­ 
vided for in adddition to the salary named. 
The committee report was adopted. 
At the suggestion of Rev. Dr. Spalding 
the Convention spent several m oments in 
silent prayer, concluding w ith a special 
collect by Rev. Dr. Reed. 
NINE CANDIDATES VOTED FOR. 
The election was then proceeded with, 
the clergy voting first as their names were 
called by Secretary W . M. Cubery. Each 
voting delegate came forward and deposited 
his ballot with Rev. E. J. Lion. 
There were nine nominees: 
Rev. Dr. W. 
F. Nichols of Philadelphia, Rev. Dr. W. 
W alker of N orth Dakota, Rev. T. F. Gay­ 
lor of Tennessee, Right Rev. Bishop T al­ 
bot of Tennessee, Rev. J. Lewis Parks of 
Connecticut, Rev. Russell Olin of New 
York. Rev. Dr. George R. Vandewater of 
New York, Rev. Dr. S. P. McConnell of 
Philadelphia, Rev. Dr. E. R. Denison of 
Philadelphia. The tellers appointed were: 
Rev. W. H. Stoy of San Rafael and Rev. 
E. J. Lion (acting for the clergy), R. B. 
Sanchez and D. L. R andolph (acting for 
the laity). 
Rev. Dr. Beers explained that the report 
of a telegram having been received from 
Dr. Nichols declining the proposed office 
was w ithout foundation. Rev. Mr. Miel 
said he had received no telegram to that 
purport, but understood through his father, 
who is a close friend of Dr. Nichols, that 
that gentleman did not desire the office 
tendered. 
On the first ballot 78 votes were cast—18 
bv the clergy and 30 by the laity. 
Dr. 
Nichols led, with 36 votes, with Bishop 
Talbot second, with 19 votes. As the num ­ 
ber necessary for a choice in both class of 
voters was insufficient, a second ballot was 
ordered. 
THE ELECTION MADE UNANIMOUS. 
On the second ballot Dr. Nichols re­ 
ceived 49 votes, and his election was, on 
motion, made unanim ous. Bishop Talbot 
received 18 votes on the second ballot. 
The Convention, at the suggestion of the 
Chair, rising, sang “Gloria in Excelsis” as 
a fitting action to follow the eieclion of the 
A ssistant Bishop. 
Committees were appointed to notify the 
Assistant Bishop-elect of the Convention’s 
action, and also to notify Bishop Kip. 
On motion of Judge Stanly, Rev. C. F. 
Loop of Pom ona was unanim ously ad­ 
m itted as a m em ber of the Convention 
with fall privileges. Rev. Mr. Loop lias 
been long a resident of the diocese, al­ 
though not a delegate to the Convention. 
A special meeting of the convocation of 
the N orthern District is called for this 
evening at T rinity Church. 
Rev. Dr. Reed. T rinity’s new rector, re­ 
ceived ODe vote for Assistant Bishop on the 
first ballot. It was cast by a clerical dele 
gate. 
THE ASSISTANT BISHOP-ELECT. 
It is not know n positively that Dr. 
Nicbols will accept the position to which 
be has been elected, bat the presumption 
is that be will do so. 
He has twice been 
cboeen Assistant Bishop of Ohio, and 
twice has declined the office. 
He is said 
by those who know him to be a m an ot 
great energy and of fine scholarly attain­ 
ments. 
He is now only 42 years old, hav­ 
ing been born in Trum bull, Conn., in 1848. 
In 1850 his father removed the family to 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., where young Nichols 
passed his boyhood. 
He entered Trinity 
College. Hartford, in the class o f '70, and 
aiter gradnation studied at Berkeley Divin- 
itv School. 
H e received fall orders in 
1874. and becim e 
connected 
with the 
Church of the H oly Trinity at Middletown. 
Conn. 
From there he was called to Christ 
Church, Hartford, and remained its rector 
for ten years H e went thence to St. Jam es’ 
Church, Philadelphia, where he is now 
located. 
Dr. Nichols is a lineal descend­ 
ant of Sir Richard Nicbols, who was the 
first Eaglisb Governor of New York.

A man named May, tiaveling from Lower 
California to 
bis family in H um boldt 
county, took sick and died at Dogtown, a 
few miles north of Capay, and was buried 
in Odd Fellows’ Cemetery on Sunday. H e 
leaves a wife and seven children. 
W ork b8s been resumed on the new two- 
story brick building on Yolo avenue, and 
it will be ready for the plasterers in a few 
days. 
Í notice "D ad” A ldrich’s Canav corre­ 
spondence in the Woodland Modi, under 
date of January 25th, and the spirited and 
well-directed editorial com m entof January 
26tb, headed "Local Jealousies,” which 
needs only to be read to be appreciated. 
We sym pathize with "D ad” and the other 
barnacles in their death struggle which 
they can see approaching tbeir town. The 
last’rain ought to be a sam ple of the loca­ 
tions of both places. 
When people were 
wading ankle deep to get to their houses in 
Capay, there was not a piece of the Bonvnge 
tract under water, except along the railroad 
ditches. To prove this, a piece of railroad 
track containing about thirty rails spiked 
to the ties used in the gravel pit at Capav 
was taken up and carried down Cache 
creek and left on G. D. Stephens’ ranch, 
about a m ile east of here. 
A $5,000 school-house is favorably spoken 
of here, and the tax-payers are not so nar­ 
row-minded but they can see the benefit to 
tbeir property by the building of snch a 
school.

THE CITY DEBT. 


F u n d e d D eb t C om m issioner lle a tty R e­ 
plies to C e rtain S tatem en ts. 
W e publish the following comm unica­ 
tion at the request of Judge Beatty, but 
w ithout indorsing it: 
E d s. R e c o rd -U n io n : Since the scheme 
of destroying the Fund Commission by 
means of a new charter for the city has 
fallen through, various stupid falsehoods 
and m isstatements in relation to that Com­ 
mission are put afloat, but for what reason 
it is hard to understand. 
A citizen and 
large taxpayer m et me a few days since, 
ana stated he had heard a suit was to be 
brought against the Commission, charging 
it w ith fraud in using the city’s money to 
buy up the city's debt at a discount. One 
of the first objects of all sinking funds is to 
buy up a debt, of nation, State, city, county, 
town, or other m unicipality, at a discount. 
Frota the time the first funding bill was 
passed in 1786 to the present day, when 
there are probably two or three hundred 
funding bills in operation, 1 have not heard 
of a Court, a Judge, a lawyer, a legislator, a 
casuist, a statesman or divine who uttered 
a word against the legality, m orality, wis­ 
dom or justice of such a law, except the 
legal and editorial lum inaries of Sacra­ 
mento. 
And it is a little rem arkable that the 
men who object to the m orality ot the 
Fund Commissioners in offering to buy 
from bondholders these bonds at their 
highest m arket value, thought it-not at all 
im m oral to say to those same creditors 
when these bonds and coupons were worth 
from 40 to 95 cents on the d o lla r: 
“ We 
will pay you twenty-five cents for your 
bonds and coupons if you will come in 
and surrender them all. 
If not, we will 
never pay you a cent.” This is snch a 
m ixture of stupidity, ignorance and bosh 
that I feel disgusted that I have to answer it. 
Mr. Anderson says the am endm entto the 
Funded Debt Commission Act, passed iu 
1889, "has completely destroyed ihe Com­ 
mission. and any citizen taxpayer could at 
once institute proceedings to prevent that 
Board from acting under the amendm ent 
of 1889. * * * 
The repealing clause in 
this Act abrogates the vital point of the 
Funded 
Debt 
Commission 
Act, 
and 
leaves the Commission without any power 
or authority.” 
I should judge from this rigmarole of 
nonsense Mr. Anderson never read the Act 
referred to and has not got the least con­ 
ception of what the Act contains. There 
is no repealingclause in the amendatory Act 
of 1889, and if it was declared unconstitu­ 
tional and void it would not m aterially 
affect the operations of the Fund Commis­ 
sioners. 
The am endm ent of 1889 does 
away w ith a little of the red tape of the 
first Act and perhaps eaves the city $100 a 
year in advertising. 
It also provided a 
method of investing oar funds so they might 
bear interest in case we could not buy 
bonds and coupons. That contingency has 
never happened; and under the late decis­ 
ion is never likely to happen. To de­ 
claring this law unconstitutional would 
only cost the city $100 a year for seven or 
eight years at most. 
A city that quietly bore the outrage of 
having the funds of the Funded Debt Com­ 
mission tied up for five years to indulge 
Mr. Anderson and 
his 
clients in 
an 
abortive attem pt to force the bondholders 
to accept an impractical scheme will not 
m ake a sour face at having to pay the 
papers $100 a year for extra advertising. 
Mr. Catlin. in a communication to the 
Bee, asserts that it is only under the Act of 
March 29, 1889, that the Fund Commission 
is now enabled to act at all; that under 
that Act only is it enabled to give more 
than thirty-five cents on the dollar for 
bonds, and as they cannot be bought at 
that price we are powerless to do anything 
under our present organization whenever 
any one chooses to have that law declared 
unconstitutional, as they certainly can do; 
that, in fact, the only hope for the useful­ 
ness of that Commission is to get a new 
charter and have new and original powers 
conferred on the Fund Commission. 
Mr. W hite follows this up by a full in ­ 
dorsement of Mr. Catlin’s views. 
I have not attem pted in this statem ent of 
Mr. Gatlin’s views to follow his language, 
but I am sure I have the substance of bis 
statem ent in concise terms. 
First—There is nothing of all that m at­ 
ter referred to by Messrs. Catlin and W hite 
in the amendatory Act of 1889. 
The 
am endatory Act to which I suppose he re­ 
fers was passed June 9, 1887. W e have 
been acting under that am endatory Act 
nearly three years. 
I know during all that 
time the question has been discussed as to 
w hether tnat amendm ent was or was not 
constitutional. The holding of that Act 
unconstitutional would have been a great 
E 
ecuniary gain to two or three of the large 
ondholders in San Francisco in two ways, 
or at least they thought it would be so. In 
the first place, forcing the Fund Commis­ 
sioners out of Ihe bond m arket, we would 
have had a surplus of funds for buying 
coupons, and rather than let it lie idle, we 
would pay them their 
own 
price for 
coupons. Second, if we could not buy 
bonds, tbeD Davis and Meyer, who were 
tbe only large speculators, could have dic­ 
tated their own price to be paid to outside 
holders of bonds. The sm all bondholders 
would have been greatly ¡Djured by such a 
decision. 
Now, it would seem the San Francisco 
lawyers are not quite so confident of get­ 
ting that am endm ent declared void as are 
our home lawyers. 
I will state here what 
the am endm ent is that is so awfully alarm ­ 
ing to Messrs. Catlin and W hite; The 
sixth section of the Act of 1872 provides 
how we shall advertise for bonds, and 
winds up with a provision that we shall 
not accept any bids at a higher rale than 35 
cents on the dollar. The am endatory sec­ 
tion follows the language of the old Act 
until it comes to the proviso. 
Tbe am end­ 
atory proviso reads as follows: 
"Provided no bid shall be accepted at a 
higher rate than par.” The word "par” is 
substituted for “at a higher rate than 
thirty-live cents on a dollar.” 
Is this proviso an unconstitutional change 
in the original Act ? For over four years, 
beginning back a year or more before I 
framed that bill to be presented to the Leg­ 
islature, I exam ined this constitutional 
question with great care, and many times 
within tbe last three years I have gone 
over the whole ground, exam ined all the 
authorities I could find bearing on the sub­ 
ject. 
It was my deliberate judgm ent from 
the first exam ination of the question, and 
has been confirmed by m y subsequent re­ 
view of the case, that the provision is con­ 
stitutional and the law can not be over­ 
turned. 
Y'et I am compelled to say that it is not 
one of the sort of qnes’ions in regard to 
which a lawyer would be justified in say­ 
ing, 
"Certainly, 
this Act 
is constitu­ 
tional.” 
He would only say, if a prudent 
man, “I think the law is constitutional and 
will be sustained.” 
If this am endm ent, however, is declared 
unconstitutional and void, still the Com­ 
mission will not be destroyed or its useful­ 
ness gone. No doubt it will be impeded 
and delayed in accomplishing the final pay­ 
m ent of tbe debt. 
The principal loss to 
the city will be the delay and loss of inter­ 
est at times on our funds whilst they are 
locked up in the bank instead t f being in ­ 
vested. 
But that loss will be light com­ 
pared with the loss th st would result from 
a total destruction of the Commission. 
I had studied out a pian by which I think 
this debt could be paid off in four years I 
witfiont any m aterial increase in the prop- I 
ertv tax, without paying 
any unusual 
price for bonds, w ith decided relief to the I 
city finances, in a m annei that would s a t-» 


isfy the bondholders, and prevent any suit 
to teat the constitutionality of the am end­ 
m ent to the Sinking Fund Act, and would, 
in m y opinion, increase the value of our 
city property five to ten m illions of dollars 
in "the next four years. 
But to m ake the 
scheme successful would require the united 
action of the Fund Commissioners, the 
Trustees, and the hearty and m utual sup­ 
port of the people.

AGAIN DISMISSED. 


T h e A n d erso n -A d ler Case Up O nce M ore 
—T h e P lo t T lückens. 
Frequent m ention has been made of the 
affray at Pilot H ill, El Dorado county, sev­ 
eral weeks ago, in which ex-Justice A nder­ 
son, of Franklin, in this county, was cut 
by Joseph Adler. The latter was arrested 
on a charge of assault with a deadly 
weapon, but on his exam ination before a 
Justice of the Peace, was discharged. 
Now 
comes this week’s Placerville Republican, 
which says: 
“The Anderson case came up before 
Justice Carpeuder in this city last T hurs­ 
day, and was again dimissed. 
The evi­ 
dence seems to be that Anderson and bis 
son and their hired ni8n after having some 
words with Joseph Adler, an employe on 
Anderson’s ranch near Pilott Hill, set 
upon him together, Anderson beating him 
with a large club. 
W hen be was thus at­ 
tacked and surrounded, 
Adler 
drew a 
large pocket-knife and commenced slash­ 
ing at the men to free himself, cutting A n­ 
derson severely in the neck. A dler's per­ 
son still shows the m arks of severe usage 
from the club, one finger being broken and 
his hands ami arm s being badly bruised. 
A lawyer named Martin, from 8aeramento, 
was retained by Andeison to assist in pros­ 
ecuting Adler. 
“After the complaint against Adler was 
dismissed, he concluded that two ought to 
play at that game, so be had Anderson ar­ 
rested for assault and battery in attacking 
him w ith a club. The exam ination is set 
for some tim e in March. Anderson talks 
of retaining Grove L. Johnson, of Sacra­ 
mento, to defend him . 
“Anderson is also threatened w ith a suit 
for damages, on account of the injuries 
from the club and im prisonm ent in the 
jail. 
H e has considerable property near 
Pilot Hill, and by tbe tim e the lawyers get 
through with him his little frolic with the 
club may cost him considerable.”

AN ALLEGED SNOW-SHOVELER FINDS 
HIMSELF IN A HOLE.

W illiam Jones is a boarder at the city's 
expense just now, and occupies rather 
lim ited accommodations at the City Prison. 
M r. Jone3 is not there of his own choice, 
however, but because of the grippe—the 
grip of the law. 
Some days ago Ezra Joy, who returned 
w ith the arm y of snow-shovelers from the 
m ountains, lest the voucher he had re­ 
ceived for his w ork and on which he W8s 
to receive his pay, $30, for fifteen and one- 
h a lf days’ labor. H e prom ptly reported 
the loss of the voucher to C. H . Cummings, 
the local paym aster for the railroad com ­ 
pany, and nothing m ore was heard of it 
until Jacob Zem ansky, son of tb e proprie­ 
tor of the Golden Rule store at T hird and J 
streets, presented it to Mr. Cum mings on 
W ednesday, duly signed, for 
paym ent. 
Mr. CummiDgs asked him w here he got 
the voucher, and the young m an replied 
that he received it on Tuesday from Mr. 
Joy in paym ent for goods arid cash re­ 
ceived at the store. 
H e was inform ed of the fact th at Joy had 
reported his voucher as lost, and that 
somebody had played a sm art sw indling 
trick upon the Zem ansky family. 
T he young m an stated'that two men had 
called at his store on Tuesday, one of them 
put chasing goods to the am ount of $25 and 
receiving $5 in cash for the voucher, repre­ 
senting him self as Ezra Joy, and signing 
th e voucher in Zem ansky’s presence. 
His 
companion had accompanied him for the 
purpose of identifying his friend as the 
rightful ow ner of the voucher, w hich he 
did, and thus the storekeeper’s suspicions 
were not aroused. 
Zem ansky says he then “ began to sm ell 
a fish,” and started out in the hope of run­ 
ning across the bogus Mr. Joy and his 
friend. 
H e visited all thedow n-tow n dives 
w here m ost of the returned snow-shovelers 
were w ont to congregate, but w ithout suc­ 
cess. H e was about to renew his voyage of 
discovery above Second street, when he 
encountered on the street the m an who had 
called at the store w ith the alleged Joy, 
and caused his arrest by officer C unning­ 
ham . 
T hus encouraged he visited other places 
on K street, between Third and Fourth, 
where ex-convicts m ade their headquar­ 
ters, but failed to find his m an. 
In tu rn ­ 
ing a street-corner, however, he suddenly 
came upon him , in com pany w ith two 
other fellows, and endeavored to interview 
him , but the snow-shoveler intim ated to 
Mr. Zem ansky that he did not know him , 
th at he was in a hurry, and had no tim e to 
waste in conversing w ith strangers. 
Zem ansky says his first im pulse was to 
attem pt to arrest the fellow himself, but 
soon abandoned th at proposition, as he 
didn’t like the looks of the bogus Mr. Jo y ’s 
companions. So he m erely followed them 
along in the hope of encountering an offi­ 
cer, and soon again m et officer Cunning­ 
ham , who arrested the sw indler and locked 
him up. A t the police-station the pris­ 
oner gave his nam e as W illiam Jones, and 
denied all knowledge of the sw indle. On 
being exam ined he did not have a cent, 
Zem ansky was disgusted at the prospect 
of not recovering his money, but will ap­ 
pear against Mr. Jones on the charge of 
forgery that has been entered against him .

Yesterday a com plaint was filed in the 
Superior Court

against Charles Heisen, praying for an ac­ 
counting by the latter and a decree of 
Court determ ining the am ount of her just 
liabilities to the defendant; al90 asking 
that he be required to re-convey to her 
title to certain property which he claims 
to have been deeded by plaintiff to him in 
consideration for certain moneys alleged to 
have been advanced her. 
T he com plaint is a very volum inous 
docum ent, and recites in detail certain 
transactions had between plaintiff and de­ 
fendant, and charges Heisen w ith a series 
of wrongful acts. 
Mrs. Em erson alleges 
that she cannot read nor write; that 9he 
had borrowed various sum s of m oney from 
Heisen; that he had pretended to take a 
deep personal interest in her welfare, and 
advised her not to consult a lawyer, bnt 
leave all to him . She says that she was 
m isled by H eisen’s pretended sincerity 
into signing certain documents th at were 
never read to her, and w ith the contents of 
w hich she was not familiar, but which had 
been represented by Heisen to require her 
signature in order to Insure the “safe a"d 
orderly conduct of their business.” 
[One 
of these documents conveys to Heisen lot 
1 in the block bounded by E and F, F our­ 
teenth and Fifteenth streets.] 
Plaintiil alleges th at Heisen claims she 
owes him $2,101 53, borrowed 
money, 
w hich she thinks is more than $1,000 in 
excess of her obligation to him . 
A t his re­ 
quest she says she signed a paper, the con­ 
tents of which she did not know, but has 
since learned that it was an acknowledg­ 
m ent that she owed 
Heisen the sum 
claimed by him . 
It seems that the plaintiff has paid as 
high as 5 per cent, per m onth for borrowed 
money, w ith interest compounded. 


nam e to an order for groceries, was called 
in the Police Court yesterday, her attorney, 
F ran k Estabrook. said he had made every 
possible effort to find the woman, but w ith­ 
out success. 
She had left Folsom, and he 
had heard that she wa3 in the vicinity of 
B righton.

E a ch R o a d D istrict to E m b ra ce a n E le c ­ 
tio n P e r c in c t H e r ea fte r. 
The Board of Supervisors resumed its 
session yesterday, w ith President Ross in 
the Chair, and all the m em bers present. 
The B oard first w ent into session as 
Swam p Land Commissioners and allowed 
the dem and of the Pacific M utual Life In ­ 
surance Company against District No. 407 
for $1,904 73. 
A ssistant District A ttorney A. J. Bruner 
appeared before the Board (sitting as Super­ 
visors) and reported on the application of 
A lexander Brown, agent for the San F ran ­ 
cisco Navigation Company, for perm is­ 
sion to build a w harf on the bank of the 
Sacram ento river near W alnut Grove. He 
said it would be necessary to pass an ordi­ 
nance to that effect, and the Clerk was in­ 
structed to com m unicate the fact to Mr. 
Brown. 
In regard to the claim of D. Quaid for 
damages received at a gravel nit. while 
working for Road Overseer Judge, Mr. 
B runer reported th at it was optional with 
the Board as to its allowance. 
The dem and of J. J. Campbell, of the 
Galt Gazette, for $220 for publishing the 
county financial statem ent, was taken up 
for action. 
Supervisors Tebbets and Greer stoutly 
opposed the paym ent of the bill at that 
figure. They claimed that tbe proprietor 
of the paper had personally agreed to pub­ 
lish the statem ent at his regular rates, 
which were greatly below those of the 
R ec o r d-U n io n . 
President Ross made a persistent fight 
for the allowance of the claim, and Super­ 
visors Bates and Black voting w ith him , it 
wa3 allowed, Greer and Tebbets voting no. 
Supervisor Bates offered the following 
resolution: 


W h e r e a s , I t appearing to th is Board t h a t it 
w ould he to the best interests o f th e county to 
re-establish th e boundary lines of th e various 
road districts so th a t each w ill include a t least 
one election precinct, tb e boundary lines of 
each to be th e sam e; therefore, be it 
Resolved, T h at th e Com m ittee on Roads and 
B ridges he an d th ey are hereby authorized to 
em ploy a com petent person or persons to re-es­ 
tab lish said road districts, and m ap tb e same, 
a n d report to th e B oard at its n e x t session. 
The resolution was unanim ously adopted. 
The dem and of L. P . Gilman for $8 75, 
alleged to have been overpaid on taxes, 
was rejected on the ground that the Dis­ 
trict A ttorney had given an opinion to the 
effect that the Board had no authority to 
allow the same. 
Supervisor Bates was not satisfied that 
the county was nsponsible for the bill of 
Constable M artin for mileage in going to 
San Francisco land retnrn) to arrest P. D. 
Gardemeyer. The latter was charged by 
one Maute with obtaining two deeds from 
him by false pretenses, but refused to pros­ 
ecute the case, on the ground that he sup­ 
posed he was sim ply suing Gardemeyer to 
get back his property. 
Mr. Bates consulted the District A t­ 
torney, who informed him that the Con­ 
stable’s dem and was a legal one, as he had 
acted w ith that official’s knowledge. The 
dem and was accordingly allowed.

There was a full house yesterday m orn­ 
ing long before the Police Court session 
opened, the mob being attracted thither by 
the expected exam ination of Peter Chal- 
m an on the charge of m urder, growing out 
of the shooting of Edward Snook on M on­ 
day evening. 
W hen the Conrt opened 
Grove L. Johnson m ildly rem arked that 
his client, the prisoner, was not present, 
and Judge 
Buckley 
ordered 
Chalman 
brought into the Court-room, which was 
done. 
District Attorney Bruner, Citty Attorney 
Church and Charles T. Jones appeared 
tor the 
prosecution, 
and 
when 
the 
case 
was 
called 
Mr. 
Jones 
stated 
that he had been absent from the city since 
the shooting occurred, on Monday, and had 
not had an opportunity to consult w ith the 
family and friends of the deceased, Edward 
P. Snook. 
Not having had an opportunity 
to consult with the District A ttorney nor the 
City Attorney in regard to the m atter, and 
the case beiDg an im portant ODe, he asked 
that the exam ination be continued until this 
m orning or Monday morning. True, the 
defendant was not entitled to bail until af­ 
ter the exam ination and m ust stay in jail, 
but the situation was an unfortunate one 
and could not be avoided. 
Mr. Johnson objected most strenuously 
to any continuance. 
On the preceding day 
the prosecuiion had announced itself ready, 
and the prisoner w-as present, ready and an­ 
xious to be exam ined on the charge against 
him . The jail is a dark and unhealthy 
place, and the prisoner should be kept there 
no longer than necessary. The ground on 
which a continuance was asked was that 
the special counsel engaged was not ready, 
but the District and City Attorneys were 
present and fam iliar w ith the case, and 
there was no reason why the case should 
not go on. H e believed the exam ination 
could be completed in one day, and the 
prisoner was entitled to a prom pt exam ina­ 
tion. 
District Attorney Bruner argued in favor 
of a continuance. 
H e held that the exam ­ 
ination of witnesses before the Coroner’s 
Ju ry was not thorough, and he and the 
City Attorney desired to consult w ith Mr. 
Jones in regard to the prosecution. 
He 
appreciated the fact that it was not a pleas­ 
ant thing for the prisoner to be confined in 
jail, but that was the condition the latter 
found him self in. 
W hether guilty or in­ 
nocent, the exam ination should be a thor­ 
ough one. 
City A ttorney Church also requested a con­ 
tinuance for one day. The case was called 
on the preceding day in order to forestall 
the possible application by the defense for 
a w rit of habeas corpus. Som ething had 
been reported as having been said by him ­ 
self and District Attorney 
Bruner that 
never had been said. There is little testi­ 
m ony in the case, and it need not necessa­ 
rily fake long to complete the exam ination. 
He thought the prosecution should have a 
little more tim e in which to consult with 
the special counsel. It was true that no 
legal reason had been advanced why a con­ 
tinuance should be had, but the circum ­ 
stances rendered it necessary. 
Again Mr. Johnson urged that the ex­ 
am ination should proceed. The defense 
had been ready from the first, and the 
mere accommodation of counsel was no 
ground for a continuance. 
There were 
weighty 
reasons 
why no 
continuance 
should be granted, which he did not care to 
state at that time. 
Mr. Jones replied that a continuance was 
asked because the law and justice recog­ 
nized their right to have it. 
There was no 
reason why the defendant ehould object. 
No satisfactory exam ination could be had 
unless it were a full one. No precedent 
was shown for such a hasty exam ination as 
had been demanded in this case. 
H e 
wanted tim e to consult with the other at 
torneys for the prosecution and witnesses, 
and felt entitled to it. 
Judge Buckley said he was aware that it 
was embarrassing for counsel to proceed 
with a case with which he not had proper 
tim e to familiarize himself. 
H e was in ­ 
clined to think that it would give better 
satisfaction to both sides to have a full in­ 
vestigation, and under the circumstances 
he would continue it for one day.

W ashingtoh, February 6th.—The H oase 
Com m ittee on the ballot-box forgery this 
m orning called Senator John Sherm an as 
th e first witness. 
H e was show n E xhibit 
“ A,” and declared that he never signed it. 
H e saw it first when it was sent to him in 
November by Halstead. 
The signature was a copy of his rubber 
franking^stam p and not an im itation of 
his signature. The witness never heard or 
knew of the ballot-box contract and never 
heard of the Campbell bill before Governor 
Foraker's H aste H all speech. 
M urat Halstead, editor of the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, testified th at when he 
published Governor Campbell’s signature 
he cut oil from a pholographic copy of the 
paper the signatures below Campbell’s. 
T he witness told how he got hold of the 
paper, of his talks w ith Governor Foraker 
and others 
about it, and how it was 
thought advisable to use it in the cam paign 
against Campbell. 
W itness did not see any room for ques­ 
tioning the genuineness of the papers. H e 
told Fcraker it was necessary to use the 
paper ot part of it, and th at he felt so ex­ 
asperated at the idea of Sherm an, Butter- 
w orth and M cKinley going in with John 
McLean in such a m atter that he felt com­ 
pelled to explode it under them . It was 
som ething m ore than policy, alm ost a pub­ 
lic duty. 
Cam pbell was the only one be­ 
fore the people as a candidate for a public 
office and be thought it would be proper to 
use his nam e. 
A nother reason for cutting all names bat 
Campbell’s was th at Sunset Cox, whose 
nam e was am ong the forgeries, had just 
died, and witness felt convinced of the 
genuineness of the signatures. 
H alstead’s theory of the forgery was that it 
was never intended or expected to harm any­ 
body. 
T te motive originally was W ood’s 
extrem e anxiety to get the “Sm oke Inspec­ 
torship.” 
It was preposterous to suppose 
th at Governor Foraker thought there was 
anything fradulent about it. 
There was a 
cloud of witnesses and a law yer who drew 
u p the contract. 
W itness wondered now that they did not 
com edow n and deny it the day after the 
publication. 
Undoubtedly W ood put Sen­ 
ator Sherm an’s nam e on it to m ake it im ­ 
possible for Foraker to use the paper. 
After its publication witness was stag­ 
gered to see Senator Sherm an’s declaration 
th at the paper was a lie, but he assumed 
th at Sherm an was extrem ely unlikely to 
have signed the paper know ing w hat it 
was. 
T hirty years 
ago Sherm an 
lost the 
Speakership by signing in th at way “The 
Compendium of the H elper B ook.’ 
M r. H alstead placed at 
the disposal 
of the 
com m ittee 
his 
private lettets 
to Governor 
Foraker, 
and 
said 
that 
some of them were conclusive evidence 
th at both him self and Foraker were con­ 
vinced of the soundness of the paper. 
Cogswell asked why witness did not 
verify the character of the paper by Sher­ 
m an and Butterworth. 
H e replied that Butterw orth was not in 
the country, or had just returned, and 
Sherm an was in W ashington 
H e also 
said that you could get a m em ber of Con­ 
gress to sign a petition to get him seif 
hanged. It was not pleasant to put a finger 
on a sore spot like that. 
Just then the publication was forced by 
circumstances beyond his control, so be 
did not consult the signers. H e admitted 
they could not draw Campbell out, as they 
tried to do. “The fact is,” said he, “he 
turned out to be a m ore difficult persou 
than we thought.” 
Learner—“Then if the Governor had suc­ 
ceeded in getting Campbell in a corner, you 
would stand at the head of the cannon and 
touch it off'.'” 
H alstead—“No, sir; I did not intend to 
stand at the head of the cannon, but I got 
there.” 
[Great laughter ] 
Continuing, Halstead said there was sup­ 
posed to be feeling between Senator Sher­ 
m an and Governor Foraker, growing out 
of events at the Chicago Convention. Ohio 
contained more than her share of dis­ 
tinguished men, and there was necessarily 
friction where they are so crowded. The 
delicate relations existing between Sher­ 
m an and Foraker m ade it highly expedient 
to allow the paper to get out through 
Foraker’s agency; that a reflection on the 
Senator would have been fatal to the party. 
W itness had not relied on W oods' words 
regarding the paper, but was guided by the 
internal evidence of the paper, a document 
far beyond W oods’ ability to produce. 
H e "believed from the beginning th at 
Foraker had been fooled, 83 he had h im ­ 
self. W itness never contem plated a rivalry 
tor the Senatorship between him self, Mc­ 
K inley and Butterw orth. 


S tan ley Says H e is S citli;r f a u E n g lish ­ 
m a n N or a n A m e ric a n .

W hether r,r not Stanley is an American 
citizen is a m atter of doubt. 
He served in 
the Oocfe'jerate arm y, aDd then, it is said, 
joined th e N orthern forces. 
In one of his 
talks w ith Thom as Stevens, recently pub­ 
lished, h e declared th at he considered him ­ 
self an A m erican. In the early days of 
his new spaper career he was know n as an 
Am erican, but after his discovery of Liv­ 
ingston, when the first light was thrown 
upon bis early history, it became known 
that he wa3 born in W ales. 
In early life he was know n under the 
nam e of Rowlands. H is m other, to whom 
he was devoted and whom he always vis­ 
ited when in England, died a few years 
ato. 
H e took the name of Stanley from 
his benefactor in New Orleans. 
Lokdox, February fith.—The World cor­ 
respondent who m et Stanley in Africa has 
just returned. 
H e says the people here are 
eagerly awaiting Stanley’s arrival, and to 
hear him tell his story at various banquets 
and receptions th at are in preparation.
